THE EXECUTION WAS A BUTCHERY.

Scenes and Incidents of One of the 
Great Kvents of the Nineteenth Cen- 
turj—The Victim's Courage.

sharp shock—painless .so far as the world 
will ever 
know—the soul of \Villiam 


Kemmier wad separated from his body at 
6:40 o'clock Wednesday morning. A cup 
adjusted to the head of a man bound capt- 
ive in a strange-looking chair, a lever 
quickly r»wung arouml the arc of a semi- 
circle, a quick convulsion, a sudden reviv- 
al of muscular action, another turn of the 
lever, a pause, a room filled with sicken- 
ing fumes—and twenty-seven witnesses of 
the first electricide in history knew that 
the death of Tillie Zeigler had been 
avenged in laiv and the crime of William 
Kemmier expiated .so far as human hands 
could force its expiation. An execution is

S'.-riptiom of Zulu's fresh-born atrocities 
haunt the mind and appeal to the second 
sense for mouths and even years. The ef- 
fort to surround the affair with a halo of 
mystery, such as the law contemplated, 
was not altogether successful. The outer 
world did not know the exact hour wliich 
had been fixed for the event, but it know 
the time approximately, and the little as- 
semblatr-' of loiterers at the gate of the 
prison before d;nvn Wednesday morning 
was good evidence that the interest in the 
event was keen and 
general. 
Besides 


these curio-ity seeker-, an active, anxious 
corps of new-paper reporters gathered in 
the broad road in front of the prison 
grounds and waited for the signal that 
should tell them that the execution wa« 
over. 


Every Nerve Strained. 


Just aero.-s the road in the dimly lighted 


freight room of the New York Central 
railroad at little tables improvised for the 
purpose, sat a long row of telegraph oper- 
ators *ent ir 'in Xew York by the Western 
Union Telegraph company, watching for 
the sign.- of release on a dozen mes-ages 
filed for different papers in Xew York and 
elsewhere. The fingers of the operators 
hung trembling over the kejs. 
The first, 


click from the sounder meant to the man 
at the oth.T end of the line that the trag- 
edy had been enacted. At one end of the 
telegraph desk sat the operator of the 
United Pi ess while the special representa- 
tive of the United Press, who had come to 
Auburn at the invitation of Warden Dur- 
ston, sat among the jurymen in the little 
prison cell, no'.ing the adjustment of the 
straps that bouml the piisoner to the elec- 
tric chair and all the preparations which 
swiftly preoeded the last act in the cele- 
brated Kemmier case 


Kcimnlt-r'* Spiritual Advisers. 


The. witnesses of tiie execution had 


gathered in response to the call of Warden 
Durston ::t <'- (.'clock in the morning. 
The 


law named twenty-seven as the number 
r,f tho-e v.h'i shun id witness the execu- 
tion, as 
;:>~i-t.iiits, <.r in some official ca- 


pacity. 
Of these, DiMriet Attorney Quiu- 


by and the »bcrifi' of Erie county, the 
county in which Kemmier was convicted, 
were two. The prison, r had been allowed 
the privilege of -elect mj; two spiritual ad- 
visers and he bed chosen the chaplain of 
the prison, Mr. Yatcs. and Dr. lioughtou, 
of the First Muthoili-t cluuvh, his con- 
stant companion in hi.- affliction since the 
light of religion fir-t dnivned upon him. 
The law further immeu m, persons to be 
invited to the execution by the warden, 
one judge of the supreme bench of the 
state, two doctors, tuo electrical experts, 
and a jury of twelve persons. These with 
the warden and him-elf and six assistants 
made v.p the list of twenty-seven. 


The Hour Approaches. 


At fl o'clock Wednesday morning there 


was a rapping at room doors ami a gen- 
eral awakening through the hotels of 
Auburu. 
Warden Durstou had left a 


quiet "call" for his witnesses, and they 
were ordered to report at the prison at 6 
o'clock. An hour before their coming 
Kev. Dr. Iloughton and Chaplain Yates 
appeared at the gate of the prison and 
were admitted. After brief consultation 
with the warden they were taken down 
to Kemmler's eel1, where the condemned 
man was already awake and talking with 
his keeper. The witnesses, as they ar- 
rived, gathered in the warden'e office. In 
an inner room Dr. McDonald and Dr. 
Daniel went over the instruments and the 
paraphernalia for the autopsy. They had 
been in conference until 2 o'clock prepar- 


ing the preliminaries. In his dining room 
oil the second floor of the prison building, 
Warden Durston had spread a luncheon, 
and convict prisoners in white caps and 
aprons served coffee and sandwiches to 
the hungry assemblage. 


A Curious Crowd. 


Ontside the prison gates there was a con- 


stantly augmenting crowd \vjiich exam- 
ined each newcomer with curious interest. 
Across the street was a group of newspa- 
per correspondents, two of them perched 
on a platform 
twenty feet from the 


ground in constant communication with 
New York city by telephone, ready to 
give the world the signal thut the execu- 
tion had tnk'.-ii place. The consultation 
of physicians did not determine the pro- 
gramme of the autopsy. Its details were 
left until 
the last minute in doubt. 


Warden Durston told Dr. Southwith that 
when Kemmier was dead he would deter- 
mine what iViis to be done with the body. 
The warden had not announced the time 
for the execution to take place but it was 
the general impression that it was to oc- 
cur before tlrj prisoners had been let out 
of their cells early in the morning. 


Knew Ills Km! Was Near. 


The prisoner Kemmier was supposed to 


be in ignorance of the time fixed until the 
waideu should summon him from his cell 
to enter the execution chamber. But the 
little murderer was not entirely ignorant. 
He knew from his guards that it had been 
the intention to execute him early in the 
morning of some day in the first part of 
the week last April. He had felt from the 
time that Monday came that the penalty 
would be inflicted on Tuesday or Wednes- 
day morning-. Monday it could not be, 
because his good friend and adviser, Dr. 
Houghton, had not been near him all 
through Sunday mid ^fi knew well that if 
his doom had been immediately impend- 
ing Dr. Iloiighlon would have been at his 
side. So when Tuesday morning broke 
and the gray reflected light stole down the 
little corridor and no summons came, he 
felt thai the last day of his life had begun 
—Unit he had twenty-four hours more in 
which in prepare himself for the here- 
after. 


Kit Lust l>uy on Kartlt. 


lf. spent tl.iit last dny much as he had 


epent those 
imme'liately before it—in 


writing on c:ird-and scraps of paper the 
monotonous repetition of hi- name and in 
talking u i l h his keepers. 
Daniel Mc- 


Nangbton, the keeper, who bus been with 
him from the beginning, and who first 
led his thoughts in the .liivetioii of relig- 
ion, was with him from noon to midnight. 
KemmliT talked with him .sometimes 
about the Bible stories in which he has 
taken -iic-h an intere-r. "The good Diin- 
i.jl," a^ the munleror has been pleased to 
christen him, was moved deeply by his 
childish chatter. 
A -trong 
friendship 


had L'rtnvn up between the-e two men, 
so different in their di-. posit ions and in 
their live-. So "the g.nxl Daniel" and the 
condemned man sat ami talked occasion- 
ally about, religion and sometimes about 
more commonplace things until 
mid-

room opened and Warden Durston's figure 
appeared in the doorway. 
Behind him 


walked u spru'-e looking, broad shouldered 
little mini, full-bearded.' with carefully 
arranged hair clustering iirouml his fore- 
head. He was dressed :u a suit of new 
clothing, a sack coat and ve.it of dark gray 
material, trousers of a mixed yellow pat- 
tern, a while .shirt vtli.ile pnlishcd from 
WHS exposed directly below a liltie bow of 
lawn of a l)l:i< k ana wlilte check ]>attern. 
This was William Keniiuler, the man who 
was about to undergo the sentence of 
death. 
I'.eliiiid him walked Dr. W. E. 


Iloujjliton and Chaplain Yules'. Kemm'er 
was by far t he coole.-t man in the party. 
He did not look about the room with any 
special degree of interest. He hesitated 
us the door \va« closed behind him and 
carefully locked by an attendant oti the 
other side as though he did not know ex- 
actly what to do. 


IVcmni 1,'r's Last \Voi-dn. 


"Give ni" a chair, will yon?'' said the 


warden. Some one quickly handed him 
a wooden chair, which he placed in front 
and a little to the right, of the execution 
chair, facing the little circle of men. 
Kennnli'i- sar down composedly, looked 
about him, and then up and down with- 
out uny evidence of fear or of special in- 
terest in the event. His face was not 
stolid—it was not indifferent. 
He looked 


if anytliinj, as though he was rather 
pleased at heinit the center of interest. 
Warden Dursion stood at the left of the 
chair with his hand on the back of it and 
almost at the moment that Kemmier 
took Lis seat he began to speak in short 
quick periods. "Xow, gentleman," he said, 
"this 
is 
William 
Kemmier. 
J have 


warned him that, he has got to die. and if 
he has anything to say he will say it." 


As the warden finishe.il Kemmier looked 


up and said in a high-keyed voice, with- 
out any hesitation and as though he had 
prepared himself witu the cpcech, "Well, 
1 \\i-h every on^ good luck in this world, 
and 1 think" 1 am going to a good place, 
and the paper.-, has been saying a lot of 
stuff that isn't, so. That's all I have to 
say." 


Kommler Lend* AdsiBtanee. 


With the conclusion of the speech he 


turned his back on the jury, took off his 
coat and handed it to the warden. . This 
disclosed the fact that a hole had been cut 
from the band of the trousers down, so as 
to expose the base of the spine. When his 
coat was off, Kemmier turned in the direc- 
tion of the door through which he had 
come into the room and began to unbut- 
ton bis vest. At the same time the war- 
den was drawing the interfering drapery 
of his shirt through the hole in the trous- 
ers and cutting it off so as to leave the 
little surface of flesh against which one of 
the elsctrodes was to press absolutely 
bare. When his tie was arranged, he sal 
down iu the electric chair as quietly as 
though he was sitting down to dinner. 
Warden I>u»ton stood on the right and 


George Vieling, of Albany, on the left. 
They began immediately to adjust the 
straps around Kemmler's body, the con- 
demned man holding up his arms so us to 
givl them every assistance. 


The Final Preparation!!. 


'When the straps Imd been adjusted to 


the body and limbs the warden placed his t 
hand on Kemmler's head nnfl held it 
against the rubber cushion which ran 
down back of the ohair. Kemmlor's eyes 
were turned toward the opposite side of 
the room. Before they had followed the 
warden in his movements about. Then 
the condemned man made one or two re- 
marks in a perfectly clear, composed tone 
)£ voice. "Well, I wish everybody good 
uck," was one of them, and "Durston, 
ee that things are all right," was anoth- 
r. Deputy Vieling unfastened thethutnb- 
crews which held the figure "4" at the 
>ack of the chair in place and began to 
ower it so that the rubber cup which held 
he saturated sponge pressed against the 
.op of Kemmler's head. The warden as- 
isted in the preparation 
by holding 


Kemmler's head. When the cup had been 
adjusted and clamped in place, Kemmier 
said: "Oh, you'd better press that down 
'urther I guess. Pre-ts that down." So 
.he head piece was undamped and pressed 
further down. While it was b'.iing done 
Cemmler said: "Well, I want to do the 
)est I can. I can't do any better than 
.hat." 


Wetting the Spongex. 


Dr. Fell stepped forward with a long 


syringe in his hand arid quickly, but 
deftly wetted the two sponges which were 
at the electrodes--one on top of the head 
md the other at the base of the spine. 
The water which he put on them was im- 
jregnated with salt. 
Dr. Spitzka an- 


swered the warden's question with a sharp 
'All right," which was echoed by others 
about him. 
"Ke.udy?" said Diii'ston again, 


and then "Good bye." He stepped to the 
door, and through the epetiing slid to 
some one in the next room—but to whom 
will probably never be known with cer- 
tainty, "Everything is ready." In almost 
mmediate response, and as the stop 
watches in the hands of some of the wit- 
nesses registered (i:4.'i!.<, the electric cur- 
rent was turned on. There was a sudden 
convulsion of the frame in the chair, and 
[Cemmler was dead. 


Pronounced l>eiul. 


Dr McDonald held a stop wuteh in his 


land, and as the seconds flew by he noted 
:heir passage. Dr. Spitzka, too, looked at 
the stop-watch, and as the tenth second 
expired, he cried out "Stop." The war- 
den turned to the doorway and called out 
"Stop" to the man at the lever. A quick 
movement of the arm and the electric 
current, was switched oft'. There was a 
relaxation of the body in. the chair—a 
slight relaxation—but the straps held it 
so firmly that there wiis not. a quarter of 
an inch variation in the, position of any 
part ot the mime. The quiet little, group 
around the chair grow business-like. 


'He's dead," said Dr. SpiUke calmly. 


"Oh, 1.M.-V dead, " re-echoed Dr. McDonald 
with firm confidence. 
The rest of the wit- 


nesses ii.nlded their a'-quiescence. There 
was no question in the- mind of any one 
but that the still', upright object before 
them was lildess. 


Tin) Victim Not l>end. 


Dr. Batch wa- bending over the body 


looking tit the exposed skin. Suddenly he 
ci'ied out sharph: "McDonald, see that 
rupture." In a moment Dr. Spitzka and 
Dr. McDonald had bent, over and, looking 
where Dr. Batch was pointing at, a little 
red spot on the hand that rested on the 
right arm ol the chair. The index finger 
ol the hand had curved backward as the 
flexor muscles conir.-icted and had scraped 
a small hole in the skin at the ba-e of the 
thumb on the ba'-k of the hand. There 
was nothing strange in this alone but 
what WHS si range was that the little rup- 
ture was dropping blood. "Turn the cur- 
rent on instantly. This man is not dead," 
cried Dr. Spitzka. Faces grew white and 
form- fell buck from the chair. Warden 
Durston 
sprang to the 
doorway and 


cried: 
"Turn 
on 
the 
current." 


There 
.vns 
a 
rapid 
response, 
but 


quick as it wns, it was not quick enough 
to anticipate the signs of what may or 
may not, have been reviving consciousness. 
As the group of hnrrnr-sirickeD witnesses 
itooil helplessly by. all eyes fixed on the 
chair. 
Ki'inmler's lips began to drip 


spittle, and in a moment more .his chest 
moved and from his mouth came a heavy 
stertorous sound, qiiickc.iiing and increas- 
ing with every respiration—if 
respiration 


it was. There, was no voicu but that of 
the warden, trying to the operator 
to 


turn on the current, and the wheezing 
sound, half groan, which forced itscll 
past the 
tightly 
closed lips sounded 


through the still chamber with ghastly 
distinctness. 


No Mistake Tlii« Time. 


Some of the witnesses turned away 


from the eight. One of them lay down, 
faint and sick, ll takes » long, long time 
to tell the story. 
It seemed a long time 


reaching a climax. In reality there weie 
but seventy-three seconds in the intervai 
which elapsed between the moment whea 
the first sound issued from 
Kemmler's 


lips until the response to the signal camt 
from the dynamo room. It came with the 
same suddenness that, had marked the 
first shock which passed through Kemm- 
ler's body. The sound which had horri- 
fied the listeners about the chair was cut 
oft' sharply as the body once more became 
rigid. 
The slimy ooze 
still dropped 


from the mouth 
and 
ran 
slowly 


in three lines down the beard and onto the 
gray vest. Twice there were Switchings 
of the body ns the electricians in the, ue> t 
room threw the cuiTe.nt on and off. Theie 
was to be no mistiike this time about the 
killing. The dyuomo was run up to its 
highest speed and again and again the 
full curit'ut of 12,000 volts was sent through 
the body in the chair. 


Tin* Autopsy. 


The autopsy was begun about 0 o'clock. 


It was iu charge of Dr. Jenkins, of New 
York, (who handled the knife), Dr. Dan- 
iel, Dr. McDonald and Dr. Spitzka. Dr. 
Fell prepared the blood drawn from the 
body for examination under the micro- 
scope. It was found when the body WHS 
spread out, on the table that a very severe 
rigor mortis had set iu. There was little 
relaxation and it was with difficulty thut 
the corpse was straightened out. On ex- 
amination it was found that the second 
electrode had burned through the skin 
and into the Ik'sli at the base of the spine, 
making n scar nearly live inches in diam- 
eter. The heart, lungs and other organs 
were taken out and were found to be in 
good healthy condition. They will be pre- 
served 
for further examination. 
The 


brain was taken out and it too will be 
carefully examined. 


Cut to I'icces by a Train.

Why They Are Angry. 


Two years ago Rnudall erected a flagstaff 


on Bois Blanc, and the feelings which took 
possession of loyal Canadians us they gazed 
across the water the day after Randall's 
flagstaff was erected were not of the moat 
amiable nature. At half-mast on the ta- 
pering staff they saw the Union Jack and 
above it tho green flag of Ireland, with its 
golden harp. Above the. green flag floated 
the stars and stripes of the United States, 
and above and on top of everything 
streamed a long pennant bearing the 
legend, "James A. Randall." 


The Defiiuicn KebuUed and Repented. 
One morning Mr. Hnndall awoke to find 


his flagstaff gone. A bund of Canadians 
had crossed the river in the night and 
chopped it down, Mr. Kand/ill did not 
replace 
his flagstaff, and the burgers 


thought the rebuke had been suuicieut; 
but the lapse of time cooled Mr. Kandall's 
fears and this summer he erected another 
flagstaff. It was completed on Friday 
last and on Saturday the residents of 
Maiden township again beheld the flags. 


Wh>it Will They Do Next?
